Held in Calgary

Jesse Goilge, of Drumheller, 
received the nomination of the 
Bow River Laurier-Liberals on 
the second ballot at the conven¬ 
tion held in Paget hall on Satur¬ 
day afternoon. The other can¬ 
didates for nomination were J. 
P. McArthur, of Calgary, late 
provincial member for Gleichen, 
and G. F. Smith, of Champion. 
There were 44 accredited dele¬ 
gates present representing the 
following districts: Cluny 2,Vul¬ 
can 12. Champion 8, Gleichen 6, 
Delca 7, Drumheller S.Hwseshoe 
1, Morning Glory 1, Weyne 1, 
and Bassano 1. 

On the first ballot Gouge re¬ 
ceived 17 votes, McArthur 13and 
Smith 10. Mr. Smith’s name 
was then withdraWn and a second 
vote taken when Gouge received 
29 and McArthur 14. The nom¬ 
ination was then made unani¬ 
mous. 

Mr. Jesse Gouge, the success¬ 
ful nominee, practiced law in 
Ohio before coming to Alberta. 
He lived for some time in Cal¬ 
gary. At present he is a mine 
operator in Drumheller. 

This makes the fourth candi¬ 
date to enter the field in the Bow 
River constituency, the others 
being: Mayor Howard H. Halli- 
day, of Hanna, the union candi¬ 
date; D. H. Galbraith, of Vulcan 
the Non-Partisan league candi¬ 
date, and John Reid, of Calgary, 
the Socialist nominee. 

Mr, Gouge on receiving the 
nomination said he was especial¬ 
ly pleased in that his nomination 
was seconded by a supporter of 
union labor. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had promised to give a repre¬ 
sentative of labor a place in his 
cabinet if elected. 

In his address to the meeting 
Iffr. Gouge said that it is an un¬ 
derstood principle that a -parly 
speaks through its caucuses and 
conventions, but notwithstanding 
the fact that the liberal conven¬ 
tions stating the position, libei- 
als were told that the liberal 
party had’been sold to Sir Robert 
Borden. He said, "The liberal 
party has not been sold notwith¬ 
standing that the articles of sale 
are supposed to have been made 
out and attested by papers in 
Calgary and elsewhere. I be¬ 
lieve that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
was right when he said all these 
principles are important, but the 
greatest principle is that which 
affects the democratic form of 
government.

The local tribunal have had a 
total of 225 cases before them 
since they commenced their 
work on November 10th. Of 
this number they have disallow¬ 
ed 31 cases, and allowed 194 ex¬ 
emptions. At present they have 
cases to come up which will 
a claim their attention until the 
is |'24th of the month- * 

Many and varied are the 
grounds for exemption which 
are brought to the notice of the 
tribunal. One man in his claim 
stated that during his fife he 
had. been a member of the Ang¬ 
lican and the Presbyterian bod¬ 
ies but now he ‘did’nt belong to'' 
any Church, thank God’. » 


In clause 33 of the War Times 
Elections Act, the franchise is 
given to the following women: 

"33a (1) Every female person 
shall be capable of voting and 
qualified to vote at a Dominion 
election in any province or in the 
Yukon Territory, who, being 
British subject and qualified 
to age, race and residence, 
required in tl e case of a male 
person in such province or in the 
Yukon Territory ;as the case may 
be, is the wife, widow, mother, 
sister*or daughter of any person, 
male or female, living or dead, 
who is serving or has served 
without Canada in any of the 
military forces, or within or 
without Canada in any of the 
naval forces, of Canada or of 
Great Britain in the present war 
Provided that this section shall 
not apply to the wife, widow, 
mother, sister or daughter of a 
person no longer serving as afore¬ 
said unless such person has died 
in or has been honourably dis¬ 
charged from such'service," or,in 
the case of an officer, has died in 
or has been- permitted to resign 
from such service or has been 
dispensed by exmpetent authori¬ 
ty from further service, or in any 
case, has died after honourable 
discharge, resignation by per¬ 
mission; or dispensation from 
further service as aforesaid. 

"(2) Such naval forcesof Can¬ 
ada shall be deemed not to include 
members thereof engaged with¬ 
in Canada who may become 
members after the passing of 
this Act.

Tjie vote of c^nfidencpl was 
passed after three fro a rs of de¬ 
bate in which the pacifist ele¬ 
ment was given opportunity to 
express itself. Out of a total of 
450 delegates, only 15 were re¬ 
corded in opposition. The gar¬ 
ment workers of New York, 
under the leadership of Rose 
Shapiro, was the only organiz¬ 
ation refusing to go on roll call. 
President ^Gompers closed the 
debate in a ringing speach in de¬ 
fence of the alliance and his own 
people.

THE COMING ELECTION 

Now that the electors of the Bow River rid¬ 
ing know that the four candidates are definitely 
out in the field they can settle down to a calm 
survey of what each candidate * stands for. 
There is the unionist candidate H. H. Ilalladay, 
the Laurier man, the Non-Partizan D. H. Gal 
braith and John Reid the socialist. The four 
men, again, may be divided into three classes, 
for conscription and immediate prosecution of 
the war by those means, H. H. Halliday and 
D. H. Galbraith; for conscription by referen¬ 
dum, which means no more men from Canada, 
the liberal nominee Mr. Gouge, for immediate 
withdrawal from the war, the socialist John 
Reid. 

As the policy the ‘Advocate’ has always 
maintained has been a pro-war policy *with the 
conscription of wealth and resources as well as 
men, the Unionist and the Non-Partisan are 
the only two men between who we should con¬ 
sider, and these .two we would be in favor of 
the Non-Partisan, D. H. Galbraith. The dan¬ 
ger of the pro-war vote being divided between 
him and the Unionist in such a manner as to 
allow the Laurierite to make the field is appar¬ 
ent to every conscriptionist voter, and it is 
largely on these grounds that we 4 are inclined 
to Mr. Galbraith. Between his policy and that 
of Mr. Halliday there is little or nothing to 
choose, and we could with justice support 
either were he the sole representative of that 
policy. But it is when we come to consider 
the relations of the two mep to the old line 
parties that we see where the choice of the 
marjority must fall to Mr. Galbraith. Although 
he carries an uncompromising policy of the 
war he is affiliated to neither of the old prrties 
toward which there has been, ar.d still is, so 
much bitter feeling". Politics to the western 
farmer are dead and he wants no more of them. 
Overlooked and rebuffed for years by liberal 
a*nd tory alike save when his vote was wanted, 
he has plodded along, alwayp at the beck and 
call of the financial east, giving much and re¬ 
ceiving little. He longed for the day when 
there would arise a party whieh, while repre¬ 
senting his views, would act as a bulwark 
between him and the organized machine poli¬ 
tics. Today his chance has come. He is able 
to send to Ottawa a represntative independent 
of party politics who can give full support to 
the war, free from any party affiliations and at 
the same time be the voice of the farmers for 
progressive agricultural legislation. At Fri¬ 
day’s Unionist convention Mr. Mavor spoke 
truly when he declared that Mr, Halliday 
would find it difficult to resist being drawn into 
the cogs of the party wheel. That is just the 
difficulty with all men ofTthe old line politics, 
and their being Unionist: does not eliminate the

Some samples of 
milk from three individual cows 
, that had been sent in for a spe¬ 
cial test at one factory ran up 
last month over six per cent, 
but on enquiry it was found that 
a new hand on the farm had not 
understood it is necessary to get 
a representative sample of all 
the milk, rjot the strippings only, 
llTo get results that will be of 
benefit, the person who takes 
the samples should be careful to 
get an accurate satnple of the 
whole milk. U<> n ’t Y’monkey” 
with the test. Information that 
is of vital importance to the 
man intent on building up a 
good herd, cows giving an 
abundance of milk of good qual¬ 
ity, is obtained from careful 
sampling and accurate testing. 

Of course, milk varies in com¬ 
position, the dairy cow is of a 
nervous temperamtnt; if it did 
not vary there would be little 
need to test. But the very fact 
that the test may be up one day 
and down another, within cer¬ 
tain reasonable limitations, 
makes it advisable to test com¬ 
posite samples occasionally. 
Your testing can be done by 
by ypurself or at the factory; by 
joining a cow testing associa¬ 
tion composite samples of each 
cow’s milk may be tested 
monthly free of charge. If

The increasing use of the aut¬ 
omobile has caused many out¬ 
buildings to be converted into 
private garages. This conversion 
in many cases, carries with it the 
storage of more or less gasoline. 
In almost all municipal regula¬ 
tions this storage is held to be 
objectionable. It is highly dan¬ 
gerous, and constitutes a risk, 
not only to the garage itself, but 
to adjoining property. 

Gasoline will give off 130 times 
its bulk in vapour, and, when 
vapourized, will convert 1,560 
times its volume of air into an 
explosive mixture, which will 
ignite from a blaze or spark, Five 
gallons of gasolene will generate 
8,000 cubic feet of gas,or enough 
to fill a room 20 by 40 feet and 
10 feet high. When ignited, it 
immeuiately expands to 4,000 
times that space. In a built-up 
area, this would cause a most 
destructive explosion, with prob¬ 
able loss of lite. The temptation 
to keep a rather large supply of 
gasolene on hand is great, and 
garages should, therefore, be 
inspected bo local fire depart¬ 
ments for dangerous conditions.

NEW REGULATIC NS 

ON HOMESTEADS 

An order-in-council has been 
passed providing that no applica¬ 
tions for an entry for a home¬ 
stead in western Canada shall be 
granted unless the applicant was 
a British subject at the com.- 
mencement of the war and has 
since continued to be a British 
subject or a subject of one the 
allies or neutral countries.

lri CO- ordinaticn with the new 
schema instituted by the British 
Governjnent all parcels from 
Canada to Officer Prisoners of 
War interned in Germany or 
Austriav Hungary containing food 
stuffs, an and after January 1st. 
1918, can only be accepted for 
on ward transmission by the Pos¬ 
tal Service if they bear a ‘coupon’ 
issued by fche Prisoners of War 
Department, Canadian Red Cross 
Society, London, England. 

Under the new arrangement 
ll/he amount of foodstuffs - which 
"may be sent to an Officer Prison¬ 
er of War during four weeks 
must not exceed one hundred 
pounds, Of this total the Pri¬ 
soners of War Department of the 
Canadian Red Cross will send to 
each interned Canadian officer 
including those attached toother 
than Canadian units not less than 
six ten pound parcels each four 
weeks. The remaining forty 
pounds of foodstuffs per four 
.weeks may be sent personally by 
relatives in Canada, but each 
parcel must bear a coupon which 
can be obtained 6n application 

1 ' frou? the Prisoners of War De¬ 
partment Canadian Red Cross 
Society, London, England. 

The right to send food parcels 
to an Officer Prisoner of War rests 
with the next of kin, but may be 
transferred by the latter or by 
the Prisoner of War himself to 
any person. It is advisable that 
application should be made to the 
Prisoner of War Department, 
Canadian Red Cross Society, Lon¬ 
don, England, for the necessary 
coupons for parcels packed per- 
sonally at the earliest possible 
moment. 

These coupons are to be. used 
m food parcels only and no cou¬ 
pons can be issued for amounts 
mder ten pounds. If,therefore 
it is desired to despatch a parcel 
veigliing less than ten pounds an 
irdinary coupon must be used 
and the parcel counts as one of 
he four permissible in four weeks 
Articles may not be sent to 
any Society for enclosure in any 


1 parcel despatched under the Red 
Cross label. The importance of 
guarding against any misuse of 
the label cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. Such action would 
not only harm the Drisoner to 
whom the parcel was addressed 
but would react on other prison¬ 
ers and might endanger the 
whole system of despatching the 
food snpplies to officers and men 
who have fallen into the hands 
of the enemy. 

Parcels for offioers interned in 
Bulgaria and Turkey comes un¬ 
der the new scheme. Owing, 
however, to the difficulties of 
postal communication, it is not 
advisable to send many parcels 
to officers in Turkish camps.Sup- 
plies can be purchased in Asia 
Minor and it is better to remil 
money to the prisoners rather, 
than send many parcels. 

This new scheme relates only 
to parcels containing foodstuffs 
for Officer Prisoners of War ir - 
terned in enemy countries and 
does not effect in any way the 
present regulations governing 
the transmission of parcels to 
Prisoners of War other than of 
fleers, which regulations remain 
.unchanged. 

The needs of Officer Prisoners 
of War holding commissions in 
the Imperial Army are looked af¬ 
ter by the Central Prisoners ol 
War Committee,4 Thurlve Place, 
London, S.W., England. This- 
Committee will supply the neces 
sary coupons to the next of kir 
of these officers for parcels ad¬ 
dressed to them which are pack¬ 
ed personally. '

The Food Controller is well 
aware that in many homes of 
the Dominion very considerable 
economies in food have been ef¬ 
fected voluntarily sinoe the war 
befljan. In thousands of other 
homes high prices of food have 
compelled the utmost economy 
in selection and in apportionment 
to the various members of the 
family. The Food Controller 
aims that, as far as possible, 
there should be sufficient and 
suitable food^or the people of 
Canada at prices whieh are no 
higher than are absolutely neces¬ 
sary under present conditions of 
supply and cast of production. 
Seventy per cent, of the peonle 
of Canada are as thrifty and 
careful as any in the world. They 
consume but little or no more 
than is necessary to maintain 
their physical strength. The 
Food Controller does hot ask 
these people to reduce their con- 
consumption below the amount 
necessary to maintain their effi¬ 
ciency, but he does ask them to 
substitute other foods, as far as 
possible, for wheat, beef and 
bacon which are needed by the 
soldiers overseas; There is still 
a considerable minority of the 
people of Canada who can and 
should reduce their consumption 
of food by simpler living. Sub¬ 
stitution may involve some sac¬ 
rifice but surely the men at the 
front are deserving that such 
sacrifice should be made. Elim¬ 
ination of waste is a patriotic 
service in which the most humble 
I and the most prosperous can 
contribute.

Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
I.Hiids Agency or Sub-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxxmay be made on 
certain conditioiijx Duties—Six months 
residence upon Xnd cultivation of land in 
each of three feara. • • >. 

In certain districts a homesteadermrH. 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per . acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions.
